The Revolution of the Talkies 

Now this Vitaphone means probably the greatest revolution in amuse- 
ment since the films came. 

They showed “The Terror” in secret here two days ago. Now, here 
is Edgar Wallace trade showing his first two self-made movies this 
week and beside two plays in London, he has “The Terror’ among his 
successes on tour. He sold the film rights in “The Terror’ some time 
ago for $15,000, and the talker rights were included, 

Now, “The Terror” comes here as a talker in a few weeks—it will 
follow “The Jazz Singer,’ London's first sound film, at the Piccadilly— 
and within a few months, when provincial installations are made, this 
talker can go on tour and knock Edgar Wallace’s drama sideways. 

Yet, 1 find little mention in the newspapers about this talker revolu- 
tion.

York star, make a terrible flop at Kew, where she appeared for one 
week in a play she backed herself, and then has been away in Germany. 

Yet, with her new statement that she is now off te New York to 
make sound pictures, she gets more boost than the talkers themselves. 

All I have seen her do is to sit round the Savoy, drive about in an 
automobile, and get space in the papers. The “Star,” particularly, has 
been giving her space about nothing time after time. Then, the “Star” 
falls for these space-wanglers until it makes itself ridiculous. 

Hundreds of artists in England struggle on, eating their hearts out. 
Fay Marbe, who does nothing, gets boost after boost. 
this because it is of the gravest import to every artist and every man- 
ager of how the duds get the publicity, and the real people remain un- 
noticed like violets. 


The Case of Herb Williams 

The third problem is the case of Herb Williams. Now, for years this 
comedian has been doing a turn on the vaudeville stage. 

He has topped the bill. He is a polished pianist and a man with a 
great sense of humor. Millions of people have laughed at him. He has 
been to England, time after time, unheralded, but merely a successful 
man. 

Then, suddenly, he goes into revue. 
“London Calling,” describes him as “the funniest man in the world.” 
Instantly, there is a boom in Herb Williams. Edgar Wallace writes a 
whole column about him in the “Morning Post.” One critic boasts, in 
print, he had been to see him nine times. 

Herb Williams, merely because he went into revue, is now one of the 
most boomed comedians who ever came from your side. Why on earth 
is this? He is wondering himself.

Artists do not know it, but much of their present day publicity is 
due to the fact that gossip writers know very few people by sight. 


That is why, if people like Phyllis Monkman go to a first night, gossip 
writers all say “Phyllis Monkman was sitting in the stalls,” the reason 
being she was the only person whom they could recognize. 

I mention Phyllis Monkman merely as a case. Everyone knows 
Phyllis Monkman’s face, of course. 

But you would think from the gossip paragraphs, that Phyllis Monk- 
man was far more important than the play, although her presence in 
the theatre would merely mean that, at the time, she was out of work. 

The Case of a Manager 

McQueen Pope is an interesting case of publicity. I am always seeing 
him interviewed in some newspapers, especially the “Star.” Now, Pope, 
who is a friend of mine, is merely the house manager of the Duke of 





Yorks. Yet, now and then, he issues a sort of proclamation, just like 
Cochran, Rheinhardt, or Dr. Walford Bodie—at least, they read like 
proclamations when you see them in print. 

Other managers wonder why it is. They do not understand, I sup- 


pose, that McQueen Pope is the only house manager the “Star” 


has ever 
heard of. 


Gene Tunney Hates It 

These real fellows like Gene Tunney won't have publicity. 
other day for a couple of hours with Gene, the Marquis of Clydesdale, 
the boxing heir to a dukedom, and Hugh Walpole, the novelist, talking, 
but not for publication. 

“I am through with interviews,” Gene said. “Even the New York 
‘World’ man, who came all the way over with me, hasn’t got a word 
for print. I do not want my photograph in the papers. I do not want 
to be recognized in the street. I have retired.” 

Kindly and charming, Gene talked and listened. His speech at the 
Harry Preston dinner—Harry always gives one when an American boxer 
of note arrives—was a sensation. Arnold Bennett and several other 
authors sat rather cynically until Gene got up on his feet. Then his 
unforced eloquence held the gathering spellbound for half an hour while 
he talked of his hatred of the mankiller in the boxing ring. He spoke 
without a note and without preparation.

Unrestrained advance in the 
amusement stocks continued to the 
accompaniement of still wilder gos- 
sip than last week and more talk 
of mergers and. re-consolidations. 

Warner's “A” stock made a new 
top of 139 with the “B” stock close 
behind. 

Fox soared to new peaks, getting 
to 119%, but dropping yesterday 
(Tuesday) somewhat around 115.

Warner's Bonds made new alti- 
tude marks at 192 (same as sold 
at 80 less than a year ago).

Shubert got into the melee Mon- 
day, jumping six or so to 72, for 
no other apparent reason than the 
hysteria that for the moment has 
hit the public in relation to amuse- 
ment shares. Twenty theatre stocks 
were up an aggregate of 108 points 
or over. This is on top of 78-point 
advance week before. 

These violent fluctuations were 
accompanied by innumerable 
stories, some of them plucked out 
of the thin air and some having 
apparent substance. 


One that has attracted consid- 
erable attention was that War- 
ner’s stock was in control of Will- 


iam C. Durant and his followers to 
an extent that gave them a tech- 
nical corner. In substantiation of 
this story it was understood that 
as long ago as last May, Durant, 
who is a director in the Loew Cir- 
cuit, held options on large blocks 
of Warner “A” owned by company 
allies. 
Circumstantial 

The circumstantial stories had it 
that Durant’s options were entered 
into when the stock was in the 70's 
and called for delivery 20 points 
higher up. When the ticker price 
ran up to 90 and it became evident 
that Durant was going to exercise 
his privilege, so runs the scenario, 
the Warner people suddenly awoke 
to quite a situation.

The 
separate film for sound also allows 
for a normal size projection of a 
picture, which cannot be done with 
the present single strip, as the 
sound tract takes away one-eighth 
of an inch on a frame. 

Should this method work out it 
will mean synchronized and 
threaded sound and film projectors 
in a booth, connected by a shaft, 
but it will permit the cameramen 
a wider scope and simplify the 
means of obtaining color with | 
sound desired. A color Camera can | 
then be substituted, regardless of | 
the sound track. Besides which, it | 
will allow sound registration more 
latitude.

Later, just 
as was the case in the legit houses, 
trade slacked up unaccountably. 

“Tempest,” at the Karlton, was 
an exception. It got away to a good 
start, doing around $9,000 on the 
week. Two other run pictures also 
started in fine style, but tapered 
off. ‘“‘Fazil’ came into the Fox Lo- 
cust with quite a bang. Notices 
were not kind, and when the mob 
discovered it was not as hot as 
heralded, the box-office jam eased 
up. House has dropped its scale 
from a $1.50 top to $1, but retains 
the reserved seat, two-a-day policy. 

Stanley had “Loves of an Actress,” 
with Pola Negri, and, thanks to 
Labor Day, did about $33,000. 

Fox, with “The River Pirate,” did 
not win any medals from the critics, 
but the presentation angle, “Autumn 
Syncopation Frolic,’ caught’ the 
publie’s fancy for about $25,000. 

“Lights of New York” nose-dived 


at the Aldine. A smash hit at the 
Stanley originally, this one was 


weak throughout its fortnight’s run 
and last week dropped to less than 


$8,000. The Areadia got by mod- 
erately with “Four Walls,” moved 
from the Stanton. Latter house 
found cold comfort with “Two 
Lovers.” Attendance started well 


enough, but the crowd did not like 
the costume stuff.

Settled on Compromise Basis: 
Minimum of Four Men in Pit

Walkout of musicians in most of 
the 250 class 6 picture houses, 
starating Labor Day, ended Friday 


after Tom Maloy, head of the oper- 
ators’ unioh, and George Browne of 
the stage hands’ union, intercedcd 
for heads of the Chicago Federation 


of Musicians who had been maée 
technically powerless through fed- 
eral injunctions secured by ex- 


hibitors. dissolved 
Saturday. 

The musicians walked out Sept. 2 
at expiration of their contracts when 
informed that union officials were 
unable to issue orders under the re- 

training order. 

James C. Petrillo, 
musicians’ union, had presented de- 
mands for six-piece orchestras in 
52 class 6 houses. This was refused 
by the Exhibitors’ Ass'n, and in- 
junctions were secured to prevent a 
possible strike. 

The new agreement reached Fri- 
day morning is for one year.

What Could Happen 

Miller previously had stated the 
walkout of musicians was not hurt- 
ing the exhibitors, as they didn’t 
want them in most houses, anyway. 
Prodded by Maloy and Browne, 
Miller went into conference with 
them and Petrillo Thursday morn- 
ing in the Hotel Sherman. Miller 
was given a load of what would 
happen if he didn’t make a settle- 
ment, and started calling in his ex- 
hibitors individually in attempts to 
reach an agreement. The conference 
developed into a hot argument, last- 
ing 18 hours. At 3 a. m. Friday the 
new contract was agreed upon, and 
the exhibitors promised to with- 
draw the injunctions. 


Asked what he thought of the new 
contract, Petrillo said: ‘We stopped 
the exhibitors from dispensing with 
orchestras in class 6 houses. There- 
fore it’s a victory for us.” 

The contract in effect is similar to 
that just expired, although not as 
strong as Petrillo’s original de- 
mands. Wage scales a®e the same 
as last year. Some of the houses 
held ir?receivership by the Chicago 
Title & Trust Co. are not included.

The Mu cip Cpe 1 of St. Louis 
just closed, suffered a financial loss 
from $6,000 to $7,500, in spite of the 
fact that the tenth season drew 
more people than had ever attended 
the twelve-weeks’ annual] season. 


Deficit is the second in the history 


of the Municipal Opera, the first red 


ink having been splattered during 
the first season, when the loss 
made good by the guarantors was 
$11,000. 

Two reasons are given by the 
management for this year's deficit, 
the rains which marked the first 
few weeks of the season and the 


$6,000 raise demanded and received 
by the union musicians. A total of 


$24,064.50 was refunded to ticket 
purchasers because of the rainy 
nights. Only nine of the eighty- 


four evenings were really warm and 
clear. 

“The Student Prince” proved the 
most popular production of the sea- 
son, with an intake of $42,071.75. 
“Princess Flavia,” on account of the 


inclement weather that week, was 
the poorest drawing card, with re- 
ceipts $17,140.

Boston, Sept. 11. 

Under the new agreement between 
the musi union and the local 
legitimate theatres, “Just a Minute” 
opened at the Tremont under a wage 
handicap. The new wage scale car- 
ries with it a stipulation requiring 
that three local musicians must be 
engaged for every two brought in 
by visiting attractions. The new 
show mvust pay its share on 27 Bos- 
ton musicians who will not work 
with the show. “Just a Minute” has 
an all-girl band of its own. 

There are 18 girls in the at- 
traction orchestra which is made a 
part of the show. The girls enter 
the pit either from the aisles or 
the stage. Starting with two pian- 
ists the music swells as the others 
arrive. 

Ordinarily a visiting musical show 
would not be so heavily involved 
by the new union rule, but there 
is no place for male musicians in 
the “Just a Minute” orchestra. 

In this all of the men will 
be paid even if walking the streets 
or playing elsewhere.

Actors Held in 


Brooklyn for Indecent Show 


No little indignation was aroused 


among the players in “The Night} 
Before” and Equity officials over | 


the summary arrest of the actors in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., last Friday close 
to midnght, acting District Attorney 
Gallagher securing the warrants on 
the allegation of an obscene per- 


formance. 

No warning was given either to 
the show management or to 
Werba’s theatre. The first indica- 


tion of trouble came with the patrol 
wagon which backed up to the 
stage door. 

Last season when New York's 
prosecutes acted in the case of 
“Maya,” the Shuberts’ received 
warning to take the show off or 
else. It closed, without arrests. 

The “Night Before” company, 
headed by Henry E,. Dixey, was 
taken to the Poplar street police 
station and released at 3 Saturday 
morning. Until then the actors 
were placed in cells, the men be- 
ing frisked first. 

Frank Gillmore, Equlity’s execu- 
tive secretary, who was appealed to, 
scurried back and forth, finally sup- 


plying bail with the aid of John 
Daly Murphy, an actor, who placed 
his house in Sutton place, New 


York, as security. 

Saturday morning the magistrate 
was for parolling the actors in the 
custody of Emily Holt, an Equity 
attorney. The prosecutor objected 
so strenuously that they were held 
under $200 bail each. The bail was 
posted in cash by Equity. The 
hearing was put over until today 
(Wednesday). 

The show was presented by Ar- 
thur (Hi) Henry, husband of Claire 
Kummer.

The critics have 
been divided, although three-fourths 
are highly in favor of the new piece. 


The first-night audience, particularly | 


cold and unappreciative one, couldn't 
apparently understand what was go- 
ing on. Business hasn’t been good, 
but right now “Chee-Chee” is begin- 
ning to get another class of theatre- 
goers, and there may be a different 
story to tell. 

It is in the nature of an Oriental 
fantasy, often satiric in its treat- 
ment, sometimes wistfully and ap- 
pealingly beautiful. There is virtu- 
ally none of the usual musical com- 
edy hoke. 

The hero, instead of being a para- 
gon of masculine bravery and no- 
bility, is an abject creature who gets 
socked and abused from the begin- 


ning of the play to the end. The 
heroine, instead of being a sweet, 
innocent damsel, is a flirtatious 


young matron who strays from the 
straight-and-narrow not once but 
many times during the course of the 


action. This in itself will shock a 
lot of people. 
Secondly, Richard Rodgers’ score, 


in many ways the most inspired, and 
certainly the most musicianly he has 
ever done, also upsets all familiar 
traditions. There are, for example, 
very few set pieces and virtually no 
use of reprises save in the theme 
love song. Only a couple of num- 
bers are plugged in any way or used 
for repeated chorus evolutions. In- 
stead, Rodgers has introduced 
snatches of lovely melody, closely 
interwoven into the story and di- 
rectly reflecting the spirit of the 
action at that particular time.

William Williams 
played the ungrateful role of the 
hero well, but was not in as good a 
voice as when with the Ames’ Gil- 
bert and Sullivan company. 

The costuming is o. k., save for 
the fact that Japanese wigs never 
can bring out attractive features of 
chorus girls. That's undoubetdly one 
of the reasons why Oriental musical 
comedies are not popular. The set- 
tings are uneven, a couple of them 
being badly in need of change. As 
a whole, however, “Chee-Chee” is 
vivid and colorfully bizarre.

On the six months ending June 30 
for the current year sax sales aggre- 
gated an approximate $1,245,000 as 
against the first six months last 
year recorded at $1,447,000. Each 
month during the periods compared 
discloses the steady decline in sales
